PartialiMs  frequently  assert  that  the  young  never  im-  j 
bibeUniversalisl  sentiments,  or  receive  ideas  of  God’s  | 
impartial  grace,  from  a  study  of  the  Scriptures  alone. 
For  the  benefit  of  those  who  make  such  assertions  be¬ 
lieving  them  true,  the  following  facts  are  offered  to  the 
public.  Early  in  the  anmmer  of  1833,  the  writer  atten¬ 
ded  a  protracted  meeting  at  the  village  of  Oneonta,  Ot- 
Mgo  county,  managed  by  the  notorious  Littlejohn.  At 
thM  time  L.  was  at  the  height  of  popularity  in  that  re-  ji 
gion,  and,  to  use  an  old  mode  of  expression,  the  world  j 
were  gone  after  him.  The  writer,  then  quite  young 
and  brought  up  in  an  out-of-the-way  place,  had  never  i 
beard  a  Universalist  preacher,  or  conversed  with  a 
member  of  that  church.  His  friends  were  mostly  Meth-  | 
•odists,  though  he  sonietimes  attended  Wie  ministry  ofl| 
Baptists  and  Presbyterians.  As  a  matter  of  course,  he  | 
had  uniformly  heard  Universalism  and  its  advocates  ! 
spoken  of  in  terms  of  reproach,  derision  or  contempt,  j 
Such  being  his  situation,  he  could  not  be  expected  to  form  , 
very  favorable  opinions  of  Universalism ;  and  yet  such  j 
knowledge  as  the  little  leisure  ha  could  command,  en-  | 
abled  him  to  glean  from  the  Scriptures,  compelled  him  I 
to  view  as  absurd,  many  of  the  notions  strenuously  ad-  | 
vocated  by  those  around  him  as  doctrines  essential  to  I 
itivation.  With  such  feelings,  the  above  meeting  was 
attended,  hoping  to  obtain  more  light  on  the  interesting 
subjects  of  man’s  existence  and  destiny.  The  discourses 
were  listened  to  with  deep  attention.  Many  repeti¬ 
tions,  of  such  phrases  as  “  God’s  own  word’’  “  eternal 
hell,”  etc.,  were  heard.  And  many  expressions  were 
used  that  seemed  then  like  downright  blasphemy.  And 
though  the  fiery  denunciations  of  the  preacher  caused 
an  excitement  ampng  the  people,  amounting  to  what 
was  called  a  revival  in  the  church,  still  the  writer  receiv¬ 
ed  no  light  from  this  famous  Newlight  Presbyterian— 
or  none  but  what  resulted  frSm  the  clashing  of  his  ar¬ 
guments  with  each  other,  or  with  the  word  of  truth,  like 
sparks  of  fire  emanating  from  the  collision  of  flint  and 
steel  The  result  of  the  preacher’s  eloquence,  as  re¬ 
gards  its  operation  on  the  mind  of  the  writer,  is  shown 
by  the  following  lines,  which  were  written  at  the  time, 
tAer  carefully  comparing  what  he  heard  with  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  The  lines  can  hardly 
deserve  the  name  of  poetry,  but  the  world  can  judge 
whether  such  sentiuienls  as  they  were  meant  to  express, 
were  derived  from  such  preaching  as  Littlejohn’s,  or 
from  the  Scriptures  them.selve8.
